A PAID ANANIAS 


Many of our readers will remem- 
ber that this part of the country 
was visited this fall bya gentle- 
man of the name of Edward Far- 
rer. Mr, Farrer was well known 
by many of our readers owing to 
his former connection with the 
Mail and other promincnt Cana- 
dian journals; also to the fact that 
he is reported to have been 9 paid 
emissary to advance, under the 
gnise of reciprocity, the cause of 
annexation with the United 
States. The veculiarity of Mr. 
Farrer’s journalistic career was 
that he wrote with equal facility 
on either side of a question. As 
editor of the Conservative Toronto 
Mail he was offered a bigger salary 
to switch his talents over to the 
Liberal Toronto Globe. He 
switched, Mr, Farrer evidently 
regards his principles as a strictly 
marketable commodity. To this 
we have no objection to raise. We 
simply mention it that onr readers 
may see what manner of man Mr. 
Farrer is. 


What we do object tois that Mr. 
Farrer hires out his peculiar 
talents tolie about the Alberta 
route to the Yukon. The vague 
remor that he visited the North 
West in the interests and pay of 
the C©.P. R. has received a start- 
ling verification out of the mouth 
of Farrer himself, as the tollowing 
extracts from a remarkable des- 
patch thatis going the rounds of 
the American press, and was pub- 
Vished inthe Mail and Empire of 
Nov. 10th, will show : 

Wastninaton, D.C., Novernber 9.— 
Mr. Edward Farrer, of Torhnto, who 
‘has recently returned from the North 
West Territories, brings with him 
some interesting intormation coneern- 
ve Canadian rontes to the Klon- 

yke. 

“Engineers who are acting for the 
‘Canadian Government, have found a 
route to the Klondike,” said Mr. Far- 
rer, today. “The moment the excite- 
ment beganthe Dominion Government 
sent Mounted Police, sturdy. clever 
fellows, trained to the plains, familiar 
with the country and accustomed to 
scouting, to make a trail from Edmon- 
ton, N. W. T., 1.350 miles through an 
untrodden wilderness to the mines, 
‘Three companies were sent. one after 
another in different directions to pene- 
trate the virgin forests, They got as 
far as the fallen timber region, where 
they were halted by enormous piles of 
logs 70 feet or more in height, streteh- 
ing for miles in all directions. and cov- 
ering thousands of acres of foreste, 
‘Lhe bavicades were caused bv the sev- 
ere storms of the regions, which have 
torn down the trees, and piled them 
up so that the country is impassible 
for nan or beast.” 

“The Monnted Police,” continued 
Mr, Farrer, ‘failed to get’ a practical 
route through that region on account 
of the fallentimber, and partly because 
the land to the north is a desert, on 
which cattle could not live, The route 
that seems most, practical is via Fort 
Wrangle. at the mouth of Stickine 
river, in United States Territorv, The 
navigation of the river was declared 
free to both countries in the treaty of 
Washington in 1871, The Canadian 
Pacific people now have a force at 
work epening this route, ‘and expect 
to have stage coaches running about 
the Ist of March, The route is un the 
Stickme from Fort Wrangle via Glen- 
ora, Telegraph Creek and Teslin Lake, 
into the Yukon River. The company 
‘propose to cover about two hundred 
miles of this distance by railway but 
until the railway is completed, will 
transport the travellers by stage 
coaches, Jt ia mow three dava’ sail 
from Vane -aver or Tacoma to Fort.

Tue HERALD has no hesitation 
in characterizing Mr. ' Farrer's 
statements as deliberate false- 
hoods, manufactured out of whole 
cloth. He has gone into the busi- 
ness of booming the C, P. R. route 
and denouncing the only real all- 
Canadian route—for a consider- 
ation. If he ean find facts at hand 
to suit his unholy purpose he u.es 
them. If the facts don’t suit so 
much the worse for the facts— Mr, 
Farrer manufactures facts to 
order—he's in the business. He 
produces them on the short-order 
plan, to please his masters, His 
alleged fact that the mounted 
police exploring parties had re- 
turned with stories of fallen tim- 
ber piled 70 feet high is a lia with- 
out a ow of foundation. 
When Mr. Farrer was here none 
of the exploring parties had re- 


turned. Inspector Snider's party 
has since returned and their re- 
port on the country as tar as they 
went—and they wentas far as they 
intended— is entirely favorable 
His statement that the northern 
country is a desert on which cattie 
cannot live is another lie. Tne 
reports of Surveyors Ogilvie, 
Dawson and othors who have been 
over large ptions of the route all 
mention the luxuriant grass and 
vegetation and the abundant 
shelter and water in 
Peace, Nelson and Liard river 
districts. Cattle ranching has 
been successfully carried on for 
years along Peace river; and even 
as far north as Lake Fvancis, 
which is within 50 miles of the 
Pelly, there is known from the 
reports of Pambrun and others to 
be excellent pasture, As for the 
Stickine river Mr, Farrer again 
straysfrom the truth in claiming 
tasan all-Canadian route. It is 
not an all-Canadian route, inas- 
much as the mouth of the river is 
through American territory and 
in the event of trouble the United 
States could close it against us. 
A complete answer to Mr. Farrar's 
misrepresentations is furnished in 
the reports of the debate which 
took place last week on the over- 
land route in the North West 
Assembly, 

It must be admitted Mr, Farrar 
has done his job poconalys His 
falsehoods have been published 
far and wide in the United States, 
and possibly in Great Britain. 
Nothing Alberta can do will com- 
pletely counteract them, The 
plotters have dealt the Calgary 
and Edmonton route as foul and 
underhand a blow as ever a disre- 
putable prize fighter dealt his 
opponent. It is true that if Mr. 
Sifton and his colleagues are so 
inclined they can do Alberta 
ustice in the matter, and the 
Minister of the Interior has now 
the opportunity of his life to con- 
vince the public of his interest in 
the welfare and prosperity of the 
North West. 

We regret that we have been 
compelled to appear impolite to 
Mr. Edward Farrar, but we should 
be short of our duty if we did not 
denounce his dishonest tactics in 
the only way they could be hand- 
led, and that is, without gloves, 
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SCHOOLS 


The report of the Council of 
Pubhe Instruction in the North 
West Territories for 1896 has just 
been issued, From this it appears 
thatthe schools in operation were 
366, the pupils enrolled 12,796, the 
teachers employed 433, the expen 
diture by the Legislative Assembly 
136,248, being an increase for the 
year of $14,035. The total expen- 
diture (Assembly grants and loca 
taxes) was $274,647, being an 
increase for the year of $23,775. 
The increase in the number of 
schools is 25, in pupils enrolled 
825, in public schools 917, \In 
separate schools there ix a decrease 
for the year of 93. There is an 
increase in the number of teachers 
employed of 32. Of these the 
increase in first-class certificates 
was 13, second class 62, third class 
a decrense of 43. 7'he salaries paid 
amounted to $172,606, being an 
increase of $8,182, The reportcon- 
tains an able description of Mr. 
D. J. Goggin, superintendent of 
education, of the school system of 
the Territories. Mr. Goggin points 
out that increased ttention is 
iven to the condition of the schoo! 
uildings as they affect the health 
and comfort of the children, He 
urges that the light should hs 
come from the left side of the 
room, not from tbe right, and 
never from the front. If additional 
light{ be needed it should be 
admitted from the back. 12 
window surface should equal one- 
fifth of the floor surface. The 
windows should extend to the 
ceiling, the sills being higher than 
the children’s heads when seated. 
Mr. Goggin also gives hints as to 
ventilation and urges the im- 
portance of cleanliness by sweep- 
ing, dusting and scrubbing. The 
improvement and adornment of 
school grounds is strongly ad- 
voca and it is stated that 
teachers would gladly assist in the 
work, They could teach the 
children what varieties of trees 
and plants flourish best in the 
neighborhood and assist in plant- 
ing and caring for them, The uses 
of trees for timber, fuei and shade 
and their effects on climate and 
rainfall could be presented and 
their beauty dwelt upon, Mr. 
Goggin urges the beantifying of 
the school rooms, Grasses, autumn 
leaves, wheat and oats, through 
variety of arrangement = and 
diversity of color, lend themselves 
to decorative effect. Flowers in 
the windows, pictures on the walls, 
especially now that prints of the 
great masters can 80 cheaply 
purchased and much other matter 
of a similar kind are stronely 
urged as highly desirable, The 
preparation and training of 
teachers is another point on which 
great stress is laid. Inspection, 
examination, etec., are also dealt 
with. The report further gives 
the programme of studies adonted 
in the different schools, from 
which it is seen that the laws of 
health, manners and morals are 
not neglected, but, strapge to say, 
very little attention ix devoted to 
music, There are several apoen- 
dices to the report, among them 
specimens of examination papers. 
and altogether the umoopent 
is one of great importance 
and interest.

The following letter appears in the 
Macleod Gazette: 

Sir: Une hears it asked what good 
does the Stock Association do? I can- 
not enter now into all Ps it does, 
or may do, directly or indirectly, nor 
the preventive good it does, but I wish 
gladly to acknowledge the good it has 
already done me, in the one matter of 
bringing about and enforcing the 
inspection of hides, I have already 
mentioned in your columns the dis- 
covery of the illegal use of my brand 
at Medicine Hat through the hide 
inspector there, IT am now informed 
by the hide inspector at Lethbridge 
that a sceer of mine has been slaugn- 
tered by mistake by the boef contrac- 
tors of the Blood _ reserve, the discov- 
ery being solely due to a final inspec- 
tion as the hides were being shipped, 
For any good an association does not 
do let each owner of cattle, however 
few he owns, who fails to belong to 
the association, blame himself, The 
good it does now in its infancy is 
increased by each additional member, 
nor can anyone expect benefit from the 
association without contributing bis 
share of it, in which all have equal 
voice, The Dominion and ‘Territorial 
government consult the association on 
matters affecting stockmen, and it is 
recognized by the C.P.R, and by Mon- 
tana stock associations. 

The fact that the district associa- 
tions gather cattle for members of the 
general association at half price, may 
in some cases repay a member his 
annua! fee, 

Members of the association are also 
expected by their resolutions to mutu- 
ally care for stock belonging to mem- 
hers of the association in any manner 
that the occasion may require or 
wherever found. 

The by-laws of the association may 
he had by application to the secretary.

FULL REPORT OF PROCEEDINGS 
OF THE HOUSE 


‘The Yukon Routes Referred to—A Bill 
to Provide for Arbitration in Case of 
Dispute Between Government and 
Contractors — The Public Accounts 
Bill Brought Up and Read a4 
Second Time. 


Reatwa, November 9,—The North 
West Legisiative Assembly met agata 
to-day, Speaker Betts presiding. 

F. r. Tins, Victoria, gave notice of 

a series of questions and motions 
referring chiefly to the Yukon and the 
routes vhereto, the administration of 
the district and its division into elee- 
toral districts, the increase of the N. 
W. M. P. there and the establishment 
of a Vanadian mint,- -Cheers. 
T. 3, Aquew, West Prince Albert, 
moved and Captain Meyers, Kinnis- 
tino, seconded, that an order of the 
House do issue for areturn showing the 
number of well borers purchased by 
the late executive committee since 
1802 and the number supplied to each 
electoral district..-Carned, 

J. H. Ross moved the second read- 
ing of a bill respecting public works, 
He said that the bill provided tor the 
organization and duties of the Depart. 
ment of Public Works. Provision 
was inade for describing what may be 
termed public ph tigicd in the Terri- 
tories, The bill also provided for the 
duties of the commissioner of public 
works as regards contract, the neces- 
sity of securities, and so on, and for 
actions and suitsin regard to contracts. 
An important feature in the bill was 
that provisions were made in regard 
to drainage, It was well the House 
should make full provision in this 
respect. In the near future they might 
like Manitoba, have swamp lands to 
reciaim, The bill also provided for 
the protection of public works, but no 
provisions had hitherto been made for 
their protection, Another point was 
that the bill provided for arbitrators 
in cases of dispates between contrac- 
tors and the Government. Finally 
provision was made for aid to statute 
abor districts. 

The bill was 
time, 

Premier Haultain moved the second 
reading of a bill respecting the Treas- 
ury Departwent and the auditing of 
public accounts. 

He said that as far as the main con- 
ditions of the bill were concerned they 
were very largely the provisions of the 
present audit ordinance, though cer- 
tain changes had been made to suit the 
changed state of affairs, There would 
be established a responsible head, one 
of the Executive Council, who would 
discharge the tunctions of the Terri- 
torial treasurer, The bill farther pro- 
vided that all public moneys, from 
whatever source, would go through 
that treasurer in a certain way and be 
properly receipted for, Under the 
yresent swstetn a lange amount came 
into the public treasury from different 
syurees, such as Lieut, Governor's 
office and through various officials, 
The bill would do away with that, 
Ther provision was made for the 
proper books of sccounts and the 
keeping of them, as regarded the 
public monevs passing though the 
treasurer's bands, either as an official 
or in avy other capacity, One of the 
most important proyisions in the bill 
was the change in regard to the finzn- 
cial year, Members would recollect it 
was at one time thought necessary 
to change their financial year. It was 
then the same as the Dominion Par- 
liament’s financial year, viz.; from the 
Ist July to30th June, From the way 
however, the Territorial Government 
received its money from Ottawa, it 
was found necessary to change the 
date, so as to bave the Assembly meet 
in the Territoral financial year, and 
so obviate the necessity of Orders in 
Council, which ought only to be re- 
sorted to in exceptional cases and 
which were not a very desirable way 
of paying money. The year was then 
changed to last day of October to Sep- 
tember. They could thus make a 
reasonable estimate of the amount 
available for the services the House 
was asked to vote. Now, for various 
reasons it was desirable that their fin- 
ancial year should comeide with the 
calendar year, viz.; lstof January to 
Bist of December, The present sys- 
iem prevented certain amounts of ex- 
penditure from being made, so that 
almost every year they had been un- 
able to get money for certain public 
works, The bill therefore proposed +o 
change the present financial year to 
the calendar year. This would neceassi- 
tate voting expenditure for 16 months, 
four montbs of the present year, and 
the whole of the next calendar year, 
This would enable public works to be 
carried on, and this reason alone 
would justify the change. There were 
other good reasons why the calendar 
year should be adopted, It was the 
school year and under many of the 
Ordinances it was the year to which 
reports referred. There were some 
additional provisions in the bill render 
ed necessary by the change trom what 
was an executive committee into an 
executive council with individual re- 
sponsibility, The Lower Treasury 
Board was simply « comunittee, but 
the Treasury Council would be a body 
hefore wnich important questions of 
expenditura would come; there wos 
nlao a remission clause regulating the 
remission of taxes and fees in certain 
cases, In short the plan proposed was 
a continuation and elaboration of the 

wresent system, Allthe safe guards 
athe old Ordinance were preserved 
in the present one, and if possibie were 
made more strict. The bill was an 
extension of the old system of audit, it 
was not a limitation of it. 

The bill was read a second time and 
the House adjourned,

A FREIGHTING REVOLUTION | 


MALONEY’S NEW SYSTEM OF 
OVERLAND PACKING 


And What is Ciaimed for it—A Sug- 
gestion for the North West Gov- 
ernment—The Cheapest Way to 
Reach the Yukon, 


A few days ago THE HERALD gave a 
description of the Klondike vehicle 
recently invented byWilliam Maloney 
of this city. The invention has since 
been seen by a large number of old- 
timers and authorities on Arctic travel 
including the Rev, John McDougall, of 
Morley, Commissioner Chipman and 
other officials of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, F. Fraser Tims and Messrs. Mc- 
Caulay, Maloney and other northern 
M. L. A’s., all of whom expressed sur- 
prise at the extreme simplicity and 
cheapness of the cart and believed it 
to be entirely feasible, 

The leading features of the vehicle 
are that it will weigh only a hundred 

winds, will carry 500 pounds and can 
ve easily drawn by one pony, The 
cost, Mr. Maloney says, will ¥ 
$15 percart. He guarantees the cart 
to freight cheaper than wagons, even 
over a good road, An outfit of 2,000 
lbs can be carried with four carts and 
four ponies. The same load in a wag- 
gon would require four big 
horses, On_ pack — horses it 
would require 13 animals with pack 
saddles, Not only is the initial ccst 
much less, but the cart method saves 
the enormous labor and loss of time 
involved in loading and unloading 
packs, to say nothing of the pain and 
misery saved the horses, 

Being narrow, light and capable of 
passing over soft ground and muskegs 
without becoming mired, the Klon- 
dike cart will go anywhere that a 
pony can, 

It has been suggested that instead 
of building a wagon road, which 
would require an enormous expendi- 
ture and would ouly cover a third of 
the route, the North West govern- 
ment take into consideration the 
question of opening a cart trail 
through to Yukon, 

It isclaimed that 16 axemen could 
open 25 miles a day, thus keeping 
sband of a train of carts and enabling 
them to push theougs without delay 
A cart trail could be opened at one- 
quarter the cost of a wagon road and 
could be pushed through 30 as to 
make the whole route available im- 
mediately at less expense than would 
be required for_a wagen road to the 
Peace river, With the sleigh attach- 
ment the Klondike cart and its load 
car be taken over the snow during 
the winter and the wheel is then 
available for continuing the journey 
on bare ground. Mr. Maloney says 
he can turn out the carts at the rate 
ot 20 or more per day, He has 
already got 100 under construction.

In appearance and manner Sir Charles 
is a courteous, guiet and kindly gen-

Discussing Western Canada's pros- 
pects he spoke with his well known 
optimism, He had never, he said- 
doubted the resources of British Co- 
lumbia and the North West, and 
though their development during the 
past few years had been marvellous we 
were as yet only on thefringe. Neither 
Australia, South Africa or California, 
he believed had experienced as great a 
development of mines as was promised 
beyond the question of a doubt in 
Western Canada. 

**In the Territories,”said Sir Charles, 
“your farmers are getting a good price 
for the wheat they now produce in 
such great quantities and your ranch- 
ers are reaping the full benefit of the 
demand for beef created by the ex- 
pansion in British Columbia, No 
matter which of the Yukon routes 
ultimately becomes the popular one, 
the supplies are bound to come from 
the North West. Seattle can’t com- 
pete with you in this respect, because 
the customs duties give the Territorial 
proaucer an advantage which with 
enterprise and geod management will 
ensure him the Yukon trade.” 

Asked for his opinion of the back- 
door route Sir Charles said he saw no 
reason why it should not prove feas- 
ible, judging from the long experience 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company. But 
he doubted if it would prove a feasible 
winter route, Horses would probably 
die from lack of feed and with dogs it 
was impossible to carry a large enough 
supply of food for both man and 
beast. 

Sir Charles Tupper expressed his 
regret that he could not this time 
accept an invitation to stop off in 
Calgary. He said, however, that he 
was only going as far as Winnipeg anc 
would in all probability call at Calgary 
upon his return.

Tappan Adney says: 

“Dyea is chiefly an Indian settle 
ment, To the north of the post office 
and close tv the bank of the river is 
the village, composed wholly of suall 

adirty tents ana little woouen cabins 
"crowded closely together. There are 
no totem-poles nor thie large houses of 
more southern Alaska, But for the 
few permanent cabins it would seem 
ty be what it largely is, a small settle- 
ment where Indians congregate from 
various quarters, the UOnilcats from 
the eastward and the Stickeen Indians 
‘from down Fort: Wrangel. They are 
Tlingits, and the men are short, heav 
set, powerfully built, broad and thic 
of chest, large of head, with almost 
Mongolian eyes aud massive jaws, 
Nearly all have stringy black mus- 
taches that droop at the ends, and 
some have scant beards, Their color 
is a light brown. The women are 
hardly any of them good looking, and 
have a habit of painting their faces a 
jet black or chocolate brown, and I 
ve seen little girls who thus imitated 
their elder sisters and mothers, The 
face is rubbed with balsam, then with 
burnt punk, and this rubbed in with 
grease. They do this, I am told, for 
the same reason that their white 
sisters use paint and powder,”
